The General Summing Up the Issnes,
In u recent speech, in 1llinois, General Logan
closed as follows:—

Now, my fellow-citizens, 1 desire to read for
my conclusion some extracts I huve prepared,
wﬁich, 1 think, sums up this whole question in
g nutshell:—

Why the Democratic party should not be
trosted—

First. The Democratic party forces upon the
conntry and the Republican adwmisiration the
expenditure of more thau $4,000,000,000 from
the Treasury.

Second, That the rebellion was begun for the
express purpose of overthrowing Republican
institutions and establishing upon their ruins a
slaveholding oligarchy, wnd that all the bur-
dens of taxation, past, present and prospective,
are the necessary consequence of s Democratic
rebellion.

Thira. The vast sacrifice of life on the battle-
ficld, and 1n the hospitals and prisons, 18 jastly
due to the treasonuble action and purposes of
the Democratie leaders,

Fourth, Thatin the preparation of this Re-
bellion the whole power of the last Democreatic
adminigtration was exhausted, the public
treasury plundered, the navy scattered or dis-
mantled, the army placed under the command
of traltors and curried beyond the reach ol the
incoming administration, ana within the bor-
ders ol the contempluated revolutionary govern-

The following, addressed to the officers o
customs, was issued to-day:—

Treasury DEPARTMENT, Bepl. 5, 1808.—By a
recent order in couneil, the British Government
has directed that the merchant ships of the
United States of America, the mensurement
whereof shall, after the first of January, 1868,
huve been ascerinined and denoted in the regis.
ters and other pational papers of such ships,
testified by the dates thereof, shall be deemed to
be of the tonnage denoted on such registers or
other national papers, in the same manner and
to the same extent, and for the same purpose
into aud for which the tonnage denoted on the
certificules of registry of British ships, Is deemad
to be the tonnage ol such ships, alter muking
thererom the same deductions in respect
of the corew, space, and engine room as
would Jbe, it such elilps were British, be made
from their gross tonnuge under the lnws relating
to British ships. It & proper that similar
courtesy should be extended o fur as possible
to British vessels in the United States, It i
accordlngly direeted that British vessels whose
registers indicate their lonnage under the pre.
sent DBritish law, ehall be taken im purts
of the United States to be the tonuage
g0 expressed m thewr documents, with
the addition of the amoont of the
deductions made under Britieh law not autho-
rized by the measurement law of the United
Htates, Usunlly the gross tonnage may be
ascertained from the register. In such cases
the vessel will be exempt from all mensurement,
If the gross tonuage i not indicated by the
register it may be necessary to meusure the spaces
appropriated to the crew and engiues below the
upper deck whose capacity has been deducted
under the British law, but admeasurement will
be made only when, and to such extent as is
absolutely necessary. Fees will be charged only
for the gervice uctually rendered, sud no more,
Officers will remember that spaces appropriated
to engines above the upper deck to the hull, ara
by United Statee luwe, as well as by the British,
exewpt from admeasurement lor tonuage,
